Tbe Terrible Tragedy Enacted Because 


the Dago Thought the Editor Took 
One More Plum Th!«r He Had Paid 
For—A Chemical Analysis Shows Up 
a due of Husband Poisoning at St. 
Louis—A Preacher In Trouble. 
DETUOIT, Mich., Aug. 
2.—Fred 
J. 


Crimmins, assistant city editor of The 
Evening Sun, WHS fatally shot by An- 
tlionj Manill, an Italian fruit vender at 
the corner of Randolph and Crogan 
streets, Wednesday evening. Crimmins. 
who was 33 years old, a graduate of the 
Ann Arbor Law school, and a well-known 
newspaper man, stopped at the dago's 
stand to purchase fruit. The Italian ac- 
cuse<l Crimmins of taking one more plum 
than he paid for. Crimmins laughingly 
denitil the imputation, and the dago dived 
unde:- hi*, stand and, without warning, 
place.l a revolver within foui- inches of 
Crimmins' left groin and fired. 


A Dastardly Deed. 


Crimmins fell to the sidewalk and Man- 


ill tr.ed to escape up an alley, but the po- 
lice were too quick for him, and in less 
than than ten minutes found him hidden 
away in the barn of a fellow countryman. 
The crowd that gathered about the stand 
became wild with rage and would have 
lynched the prisoner could they have got 
their hands on him. Crimmins was taken 
to the hospital and is still alive, but has 
no rlmnce of recovery. There will be no 
difthulty in convicting Manill of rnunler, 
as a score of people saw the .shooting and 
all say there was no cause for the dustard- 
\y deed.

Situation at Albany. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 21.—If there is any 


ground gained in the strike it is in favor 
of the New York Central railroad. The 
road moved a great many of the freight 
trains out of Schenectady and West Al- 
bany Thursday, and the only delay in 
moving others seems to be the inexprience 
of switchmen in the yards. The only ex- 
citing incident of the day was the arrest 
by the Albany police of William Campeau, 
a molder, 28 years of age, caught while at- 
tempting to pull a pin in a freight train 
at the upper grade and crossing going to- 
ward West Blbany. If Campeau had suc- 
ceeded in his design a bad smash up would 
have occurred. He is uoc a Knight of La- 
bor. He was locked up and his case will 
go the grand jury. The strikers are very 
quiet and say they are waiting for further 
developments. 


Want a 1O Per Cent, [ncraase. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—There is a move- 


ment among the employes of the passen- 
ger department of the New York division 
of the Pennsylvania railroad to get the 
company to increase the pay of the men 
10 per cent. The movement has started 
among the conductors, brakemen and 
baggagemen. The officials of the road 
think it strange that such a demand 
should be made at this time. A commit- 
tee is to wait on the ollicials regarding the 
matter. The conductors want $3 50 per 
day instead of $H25; brakemen, $1.80 in- 
stead of $1.65, and the baggagemen 12 in- 
stead of il.'JO. The workmen state that 
the movement is not a threat.

Had Itetter Let Him Alone. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 21.—Peter Me- 


Crary, the superintendent of a local ceme- 
tery was put on trial here Wednesday, 
charged with shooting Annie Staken 
about six wneks ago. The shooting caused 
a sensation, and it was thought the girl 
would die of her injuries. She rallied, 
however, and is now well. When called 
to the witness stand she evaded the ques- 
tions asked her and McCrary will prob- 
ably go free. 
It is understood that be- 


fore the shooting Miss Staken tried in ev- 
ery way to break the marriage engage- 
ment between them, but that now she has 
decided to marry her would-be murderer. 


Novel Method of Bookkeeping;, 


NEWPORT, Ky., Aug. 21.—An astonish- 


ing case of "bookkeeping" has been de- 
veloped by Expert Accountant Munuter, 
who was employed by the city council to 
overhaul the various offices of the corpor- 
ation. Richard Steele, the wharf master, 
has a system of keeping accounts which 
no expert can fathom. Whenever he col- 
lects a dollar wharfage he cuts a notch in 
his cane, and, as he is allowed 25 per cent., 
when he makes his returns he keeps 25 
cents for every notch. Munster in his last 
report says he cannot tell whether Steele 
owes the city money or vice versa.

ACTION OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


The Strike To Be Titken from the Hands 


of District Assembly No. 264 anil 
Prosecuted by tho Labor Leaders to 
the Hitter End—An Important Meet- 
ing To Be Held ut T«rre Haute When 
a Strike All Over the Vandorbllt Sys- 
tem Will Probably lie Ordered. 
NEW YOKE, Aug. Bl.—"Strike," said 


Chieftain Powderly, general master work- 
man of 300,000 Knights of Labor. "SStrike," 
said Chieftain Sargent and the three 
other members of the supreme council of 
the federation of 52,000 railway employes. 
So say the leaders of the knights und the 
brotherhoods in chorus. The executive 
board of the Knights of Labor voted 
Wednesday evening ro take the strike 
from the hands of I). A., No. 2B4,and pros- 
ecute it vigorously in overy possible direc- 
tion to the bitter end. It Is a life and 
death 
struggle with them. 
It means 


everything. Either they must win and 
gain the rights oi arbitration which they 
claim or forever lose their power among; 
the laboring men, who now believe them, 
potent. Tne member* of the federation 
after exhaustive invcntiyatiou >und after 
trying every possible 5-ieans to bring the 
Central oflicitiU to the point of arbitra- 
tion, voted tin- catisi? of

Lubor Must Protect Itself. 


So far as mortal means could go .to 


avert this disaster, Mr. Sargeant said, 
they had been tried, iri this case, und tried 
iu vain. The railroad company would 
have it so. On their heads be the blame 
»ud the responsibility. They had forced 
a fight against organized labor rvnd now 
organized labor must protect itself, and 
the sympathies of workingmen every- 
where would go with it. 


"We will not break a law, said Mr. 


Wright, one of the most level-headed of 
the general executive committee of the 
Knights of Labor, "but we will do every- 
thing under the sun that we can do legiti- 
mately to win this tight—a fight which 
has been forced iipon us." 


"The company will resist to the end," 


said Third Vice President Webb. "We 
propose to maintain our rights, to run our 
own business our own way, and not be 
dictated to by outside parties." 


Welib'g Arbitrary Methods. 


The members of the general executive 


board of the Knights of Lubor did not 
make their appearance at the St. Cloud 
hotel until late Thursday morning. Chief 
Sargent with his companions, Messrs. 
Howard, Wilkinson aud Sweeny were 
astir early and at half-past ™ left the ho- 
tel to take a train for Terre Haute. Chief 
Sargent said that at the meeting of the 
supreme council of the federation which 
would be held at Terre Haute on Satur- 
day, a strike on the Vanderbilt system 
would undoubtedly be ordered. He and 
his three companions bad indorsed the 
action of the jjenerul executive board of 
the Knights of Labor, and he thoroughly 
believed that the supreme council of the 
federation would sustain them. He said 
that the action of Mr. Webb in adhering 
so firmly to the stand he had taken ren- 
dered the action they had taken neces- 
sary. Mr. Webb's arbitrary methods and 
utter refusal to arbitrate the situation 
made it useless to deal with him any 
longer. 


Thinks Powilerly a Sensible Man. 


At the Grand Central depot Thursday 


morning Mr. Webb said that he was fully 
prepared to meet the strike when it came, 
and that he did not anticipate that many 
of the employes would go out. He said of 
Mr. Powderly that he considered him a 
very sensible man, but that tbe hot-heads 
in the federation aud the executive board 
were too much for him and the result was 
that matters have taken the course they 
have. 
Mr. Voorhees stated that every- 


thing along the road was quiet, and that 
all passenger trains were running on time; 
also that the number of freight trains dis- 
patched each day was increasing. General 
Manager Toucey left for Albany at 9 
o'clock. What his mission was could not 
be learned. 


A Statement from Powderly. 


Just before noon Thursday Mr. Pow- 


derly made the following statement rela- 
tive to the charge of conspiracy, which it 
is said the railroad company is pressing: 
"We have nothing to dread from the 
grand jury. We violated no law; neither 
have we advised the violation of any law, 
either state or national. We have no ob- 
jection to a fair and impartial investiga- 
tion, and have in fact been seeking it. It 
is also true that we have been shadowed 
ever since our arrival here. They have 
watched our every movement, hoping to 
catch some incendiary remark. 
Whether 


the men were right or not in quitting 
work, we do not say. That they had a 
right to do so is not disputed. They have 
refrained from violence and BO they have 
nothing to fear. While the Vanderbilt 
dynasty feel that they own the courts we 
feel that they can not shape justice to 
auit their own ends. If, however, such a 
thing can be done it is better to know it 
now than later." 


NON-UNION MEN STRIKE. 


The New York Central Boad Badly Crip- 


pled at Buffalo. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 21.—A wild rumor 


was started during the night that a call 
out of the New York Central fireman had 
been promulgated and that they had gone 
out on a strike. This rumor is without 
foundation. The firemen are working as 
usual. They are, however, reported to be 
anxious for the order to go out and will 
obey it to a man. There is little to note 
in the strike situation here. The men are 
quiet and are waiting for Mr. Powderly's 
address. All the through passenger trains 
were behind time Thursday morning and 
but little freight is being moved. Super- 
intendent Burrows escorted two car loads 
of non-union men from the west to east 
Buffalo Thursday morning, from where 
they were sent on east. There were about 
eighty in all.

riving from Stillwater, a village twenty 
miles from here, report Tuesday's cyclone 
as totally destroying that place. They 
were told that seven persons were killed 
and many injured, but this cannot be con- 
firmed ou account of t he wire interrup 
tion. The storm came upon Stillwater so 
suddenly that its residents could not es- 
cape its fury. 
People working in the 


fields were dashed to the ground or pin- 
ioned under trees. Farmers have lost ev- 
erything aud this whole section is laid 
waste. 


A Huge Piece of Machinery. 


NEW YOIJK, Aug. 21.— A R)>ecial to The 


Herald from San Francisco says: The 
Union Iron works recently completed a 
100-stanip mill, which is one of the larg- 
est pieces of mining machinery ever built, 
and it is Hsserted to be the finest stamp 
mill ever made anywhere. The mill was 
made for the Huauctiaca DeBolivia com- 
pany, a corporation composed of Parisian 
and Bolivian capitalists, which is the 
largest silver producing company in the 
world. The nevv mill weighs 2,000 tons. 


American Sloop Seized by Canada. 


VICTOUIA, B. C., Aug. ai.—A small sloop 


of about five tons, owned by John Hart- 
man of Irondnlc, Wash., has been seized 
by the customs authorities here. 
The 


vessel's name is unknown. 
She was 


found ab anchor in a small bay about five 
miles from this city Sunday afternoon. 
The owner appeared to claim her, saying 
he had been up the coast. This explana- 
tion was not deemed satisfactory and the 
matter has been referred to the customs 
department at Ottawa. 


A Summer Hotel Iturned. 


V/ATEKTOWN, N. Y., Aug. ai.—The big 


summer hotel at Thousand Island park, 
St. Lawrence 
river, was burned at 


o'clock Thursday morning together with 
the adjoining cottages and thestore owned 
by tbe Park association. It is believed 
that all the people in the hotel escaped, 
but many of them lost all their clothing 
and personal effects. 
The guests found 


shelter iu the other cottages on the park. 
The loss is :iltout $50,QUO, partially covered 
by insurance. 


Kl«etrical Executions. 


CAPE MAY, 
Aug. 21.—Mr. C. H. Wilder- 


ing, of Chicago, niiide a report Wednesday 
morning us chairman of the national com- 
mittee on legislation before the conven- 
tion of the electricians, regarding the ac- 
tion on the electrical execution recom- 
mended 
by the eleventh convention. 


Nothing had been accomplished, but the 
committee, in view of the recent unfortu- 
nate execution believed that humanity 
demanded the repeal of the present law. 


Fell Down the Elevator Shaft. 


CINCINNATI. Aug. 21.—A shocking ele- 


vator accident occurred Thursday fore- 
noon at the office of The Times-Star. John 
Motz, aged 15 years, started to go down 
the elevator from the composing room to 
the first floor with a form. He stepped 
backwards into tbe elevator shaft, ex- 
pecting to find the elevator platform 
there. Instead it was ut the . bottom, and 
he fell from the sixth floor to the bottom 
and was instantly killed. 


Will Raise the Price of Brlek. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—The threatened 


withdrawal of shipments of brick to this 
market by the Brick Manufacturers' as- 
sociation is already affecting the market, 
prices having gone up 35 cents per 1,000. 
It Is predicted that tbe threatened em- 
bargo, which will begin shortly, will put 
up the price fl per 1,000. The walking 
delegates of the labor unions say that the 
actions of the manufacturers is merely a 
dodge to put up prices. 


Wandered Away and Died. 


MDSKEOON, Mich., Aug. 21.—The dead 


body of an unknown man was found near' 
the town of Norton, six miles south of 
Muskegon Wednesday in a badly decom- 
posed condition.

The Potato Blight Spreading 


in Ireland. 


AN EXTENSIVE FAMINE IMMINENT. 


The Little Half-Acre of the Farm La 


borer AITictod as Well as the Fancy 
Funs Worked bj tbe Landlords—Thi 
Anglo-Portn(ue«e Agreement Signed— 
Peace Between Guatemala and San Sal 
vmdor—Cardinal Newman's Good Work 
LONDON, Aug. 31.—The potato bligh 


continues to spread in Ireland and parts 
of the country are affected which escaped 
the trouble in the almost total failure o 
the potato crop in IStit, which led to the 
dreadful famine of tbe following year. It 
it now very bad hi tho southern portion* 
of the counties of Down and Armaugh 
where the soil ia dry, and on farms occu 
pied by staunch UuiouUta who have been 
petted by the landlords. It affects equal 
ly the little half-acre patch of the farm 
laborer and the fancy farms worked by 
the landlords themselves adjoining theii 
demesnes and game preserves. 


Wheat and Oats Crops Short. 


Leinster and Eastern Munster are thus 


far the freest from the blight, but even 
in these extremely fertile parts of Ireland 
the crop is very short and the potatoes 
are no bigger than marbles. The whea 
and oats crops are also very short, owinj 
to the excessive rains of the summer, anc 
the outlook for the whole agricultural 
population is very gloomy. The genera] 
crop has not suffered so much as in 1879 
when the continuous rains, lasting from 
May to July, left the farmers nothing to 
pa; the rent with, but the potato that 
year only suffered from wet. This year 
It will be almost a total failure and a 
very extensive famine is a certainty.

Charley Johns is staying In jail now, and 


will remain there until Monday at 1 o'clock, 
when be will appear before Justice Ham- 
mer for preliminary examination. 


More facts have been coming to light 


which show plainly JoLns' brutal nature, 
and that he is easily capable of committing 
crime, whether he is guilty of the ono with 
which he is now charged or not. His 
youngest child was born only few weilra 
ago, while he was working at Bandy's 
mill, and at the time of the child's 
birth he would not supply his wife with 
food, nor would he pay any attention to her 
or assist her in any way. He would not 
provide any food or clothing for the baby, 
and neighbors had to furnish all that as 
well as the attention. 
One day at the mill, 


soon after the child's birth, he heard It cry 
ing, and with an oath remarked to a fellow 
laborer, "I've got a notion to take a stick 
of stovewood and brain that brat" When 
Constable Harry Midkiff went to am-st 
him Wednesday night, Johns was chopping 
wood iu the timber. 
Midkiff got close to 


him behind a brush pile and then walked 
around and got between Johns and the two 
axes which were lying on the ground. ,He 
told bis errand, and after an Instant's hesi- 
tation, Johns said : 
"Well, 1 don't think 


I'll go in that jail again." 
Midkiff replied 


that that was just where he was going, 
quietly if he preferred, but if not, he would 
go anyway. 
They then started to the 


honse, followed by the old man Johns, who 
carried an ax on his shoulder. 
When they 


reached ihe house, Charley displayed more 
impudence, insisted on waiting to get a 
meal, which Midkiff insisted he should not 
do, and the constable finally had to put a 
revolver at Johns' head bsfore he would go 
quietly. 
As thoy drove through Spangler's 


bridge on their way home it was quite dark, 
Charley turned to the constable and said : 
"The thing for me to do when

CUT HIMSELF WITH A KNIFE. 


Oat of Bis Hmd, J. p. Nicholson Nearly 


Take* His Own Life. 


James P. Nicholson liven on his father's 


farm, four miles east of Decatur. 
He has 


been sick for over a week, and duriug hia 
Illness has at times shown signs of de- 
liriousness, though he has never beon abso- 
lutely out of nis head. Yesterday morning 
he was a trifiV better when his wife first 
arose about 5. 
He felt so well that he got 


up, dressed, and went out in the garden. 
That was about 0. 
He had been there but 


a few minutes when his wife heard him 
coughing and gasping in a strange way, 
and, greatly alarmed, she ran out to him. 
He was lying on the ground with blood 
flowing in a great stream fiom four wounds 
in bis neck. On the ground beside him lay 
the Instrument with which he tried to take 
his own life. 
It was a small penknife, 


with a stubby blade only about two inches 
long. 


Terrified Mrs. Nicholson called help and 


got her husband In the house, where she 
succeeded in almost stopping the flow of 
blood. 
He must have lost ovrr a quart, 


however, before the flow was checked. 
It 


was not stopped entirely until Dr. Casa 
Chenoweth arrived, wJio was sent for and 
who got there In surprisingly short time. 


The doctor found four gashes in the neck 


and two In the abdomen. 
Tlie four in the 


neck were not serious, because no artery or 
neive was cut 
One just under the left ear 


required six stitches to close it up 
The 


wind pipe was punctured, and Mr. Nichol- 
son cuuld not talk, except when u cloth was 
held over the opening there made. 
Then 


the air went out the natural way and ho 
oou'd speak nearly ts well as usual. 


The two gashes on the stomach may be 


serious. They are both near the naval. 
The doctor piobed th«m as much as he 
dared, and then concluded that they were 
not deep enough to cause uneasiness. He, 
thinks, therefore, that Mr. Nicholson will 
recover, although there is an uncertainty. 
For two or three days no change may be 
made, and the patient will get either better 
or worse. Better, the doctor thin'ts, now. 


There is no doubt that Mr. Nicholson 


was out of his mind wlion he injured him- 
self. Tlic character of the Injuries show 
that There was no reason why he should 
commit suicide, and nothing in his speech 
or conduct has given reason to believe that 
lie was meditating such action. 
It has 


been stated that a failure of his wife and 
parents to agree lias c*utei] liiiu trouble, 


is 
a 
fact 
that 
the 


parents lived on the farm with their son, 
and did not get alone; well with yourg Mrs 
Nicholson, but that rm hardly have driven 
him to commit suicide. 


Mr. Nicholson is the son of Jamps 


Nicholson, •who is probably the oldest man 
in the county, lie is a cousin of Jeny 
Nicholson, of this city, 
lie is about 63 


years old, and has besides a wife, two 
daughters, both of whomare married.
